A Mach Larger Ontput st Minneapolis, bat
Water Power Is Giving Ont.

Mixxearorls, March 24 —The Norfh-
watern Miller says:

The agrregate output was 167 920
barrels, an average of 27,887 barrels daily,
srainst 100,15 barrels the previous week:
131,720 barrels for the corresponding time in
291, and 135,100 in 188, The water power has
cuddenly fallen off, and that will have the
«fect of reducing the production this week,
Two inrge mills have been shut downon
this secount, cuttine off over 4000 barrels
laily. There were 13 running Wednesday,
srindine at the rate of about 25,000 burrels
ver 24 hours, The average for the week,
owever, will probably be somewhat larger.

The flour market continves in a very
much depressed condition, and the ontput
neksa great deal of being sold as made.
There nre some firms, however, which have
nof caught up on their orders for patent,
and in filling them they are accunmulati
bukers and low grade. The foreien deman
1= extremely light. Prices at Minneapolis
are considerably lower than they were a
work ago. The direct export shipments last
week were 48540 barrels, against 39,840 bar-
reis the preceding week.

FORGED PAPER AT PAINESVILLE

The Bauk Fallure Is Rapldly Assuming a
Much Btacker Hae,

ParNesviLLe, 0., March 24. — There
huve been stertling rumors afloat to-day in
regard to the Paige bank failure, and arrests
have been hourly expected, though no war-
rants have vet heen served. Some paper is
coming to light bearing evidence of forgery.
Matters grow worse hourly.

The bank was organized in 1871, with a
hoard of five directors, of whom all but one
‘¢ dead. The capital was then $21,500, and
t was held by the board of five, It is said
that the Roard has never heen dissolved
sinee its first election, and as each dead man
lelt a large estate, the depositors may gei
something irom that sourse. Twelve thou-
sand dollars of eity funds were in the bank,

The Whisky Trost Smaller Than Ever,

CH1CAaGo, Mareh 24.—A rise in the price
of whisky may be looked for st any time
In secordsnce, it is said, with orders issued
br the Whisky Trust to further restrict the
cutput in all the distilleries owned by 1t,all
of the Chicago liouses in the combine are
runping “short.”  Although the demand
for epirits is brisk, the ontput is not nearly
as large as last fall. The records of the
Internal Revenue offiee show a falling off
in the Chicago distilleries alone of 1,500
hushels of grain & day, which means 6,000
callons of epirits daily. It is asserted that
all this i= an indieation that the trust has
now more complete mastery of the market
than ever before,

VON MOLTEE A PRISONER.

How His Love for His Clgar Got Him Iato
an Uncomtortable Fix,

Count Von Moltke traveled one fine

spring dar in 1868 from Berlin to Potsdam,
and as bis journey was on his own
affairs alone he laid aside the uniform for
the eooler garb of the civilian, Arrived at
his destination, he walked through the city,
enjoving his good cigar and freedom from
recognition. As he entered the open
square before the palace, used as a parade
ground, the sentinel before the great portal
called out that smoking was not allowed
there, but Moltke, lost in thought, or feel-
ing himself above the law, walked ealmly
on. But he had scarcely turned the eorner
when he was stopped by the second senti-
nel, aroused by his comrade’s call, and as
the civilian does not seem inclined to throw
away the cigar, the soldier pushes him into
the sentry-box, with the announcement that
he is to remain there until the watch is
chmied.
Moltke gives his name, but the seniry,
serving his first year, answers that he does
not know the General and that any civilian
might declare himself to be Moltke. The
General is obliged to scknowledge that the
man is right, as he had unfortunstely noth-
ing but his face to prove his identity. Bo
he remained in the sentry-box until a friend
happened to and Moltke prayed him to
inform the officer of the watch of his posi-
tion. The latter hurried to the spot and re-
leased the great strategist, who went at once
to headquarters, and balf an hour later, to
the tleﬂght of all smokers, the placards
with the interdict against that harmless
pleasure disappeared from the gates of the
square. So that sn involuntary ineognito
can occasionally have unexpected good
effects, .

Gladstone and Balfour Speak on the
Fnglish l!oldlngs Bill,

A MORE DRASTIC ACT WAKNTED.

Minister Reid Dined and Wined by the Paris
> Americaa Colony.

NEWS FROM THE EUROPEAN CAPITALS

Loxpox, March 24 —In the House of
Commons this evening, discussion on the
bill introdueed by Mr. Chaplin, President
of the Board of Agriculture, to facilitate
theacquisition of small agricultural hold-
ings, was pesumed.

Mr. Gladstone spoke on the measure at
some length. He admitted that the bill was
an honest effort 1n the right direciion, al-
though falling short of theactual necessities
of the case. He said that the .slowness of
progress on the question had convineed him
of the necessity of rooting rural laborers to
the soil. [Cries of *Hear, hear.”] He
wished to interpose no obstacles to the bill,
but, unless it is amended in committee, it
will certainly not fulfill the alms of its pro-
moters,

The principle of compulsion ought to be
introduced. Without that there would be
considerable danger regarding the fixing of
astandard fair price. Compulsion would
expose the landlord to w6 danger of an un-
fair price, as settlement might be referred
to an independent tribunal.

Why Coerclon Is Desemed Neoceasary.

It is of vital consequence that rural labor-
ers possessing land should live close to their
holdings. Therefore, it is necessary to in-
troduce an element of cosrcive authority to
secure that advantage. Then, they must
have small areas for action. The county

councils, ruling large areas, might overlook
small distriots. Therefore, smaller admin-
istrative bodies are required, called parish
councils, The Government might, also,
extend the provisions of the bill by author-
lzing eounty councils to lease lands on fair
terms from the existing owners,

It would be an advantage if this could be
done without invnking the aid of the State,
[Cries of ““Hear, hear,”] The growth of
agricultural ues in France since the

revolution in that dountry had been

ar more rapid than in England. This fact

iz not due to the large farms in France, but

to the amall cultivators. The same experi-

efes ought to have the same resultsin Eng-
land. [Cries of ““Hear, hear,”]

Mr. Gladstone, in concluding his speech,
said he trusted that all the parties in the
House, acting on a common ground, would
tuceeed in producing a measdre that would
result in enormous good to the people.

Balfour on Small French Holders,

Mr. Balfour also spoke on the measure.
He =aid he reciprocated the spirit in which
Mr, Gladstone approached the bill. He
then proceeded to com the posiilon of
the rural population of England with that
of the same class of people in France, con-
tending that the small landholders in the
latter ecoun were worse off than the En-
glish hired rs, He denied that the
EI?.LMi le of compulsion wounld improve the

he Government, he declared, aimed
to recreate the class of small yeoman. Mr.
Gladstone desired, not so much to increase
the number of freeholders in general, as to
increase the number of small freeholders.
It that is the view of the House it will be
he.l.ihr to let the existing state of things re-
main.

The bill passed its seeond reading without
a division.

Last Toesdny a question was asked the
Government in the House of Commons re-
garding the punishment of soldiers at
Aldershot for wearing the shamrock on St.
Patrick’s Day. Rt Hon. Edward Stan-
hope, Secretary of State for War, then
replied that he telegraphed for informa-
ﬁohmd to-day he read an officer’s report
on the matter,

The Right to Wear the Green.

A private named O'Grady wore the sham-
rock. It did not oocur to the officer that it
was St Patrick’s Day, and he ordered
O’Grady to remove the emblem. O'Grady,
ina most insubordinate manner, replied,
‘“I won’t.” [Cheers from the Irish mem-
bers.] He was again ordered to remove the
shamrock and he again refused. He was
taken before a superior officer, and sen-
tenced to 48 hours’ labor, not for wear-
ing the but for the style of his
replies to hisofficer. The Becretary of War
added he wonld agree with the Government
that the punishment was justified. [Cries
of “No, no,” from the Irish members ]

Thomas Bexton (MeCarthyite) wanted to
know whether Irish soldiers were not al-
lowed 1o wear the shamrock on St. Patrick’s
Day. Mr. Stanhope replied that when off
duty thev could wear anything they liked.
He should choose a shamrock. Seaton said
Irixh soldiers in the Welsh Fusilleers were
obliged to wear the leek on St Darid’s
Day. Mr. Stanhope repli “Yes, they
may wear a badge sanctioned by their com-
mander.” Patrick O'Brien (Parnellite)
will introduce s bill entitling Irish soldiers
to wear national emblems on Bt. Patrick's
Day, and English and Seotch soldiers the
rose and thistle on Bt George's und St
Andrew’s Days

Mr. O'Grady Will Go Free,

Mr. Nolan brought up the shamrock
incident again  this evenin on
the third reading of the consolidated
fund bill. Several other Irish members
also spoke on the subject. Mr. McCarthy
complained that inctead of promising a
regulation to prevent a recurrence of inei-
dents like that at Aldershot, the Way Sec-
retary spoke as if the conduct of an Irish
soldier in sporting the shsmrock would
shake the foundations of discipline in the
British Army.

Mr. Sexton wanted the War Becretary to
settle the point regarding the leek.

Mr. Balfour eaid that it is the last the
Government desired, to wound the senti-
ments of Irish soldier. The officer at
Aldershot, he said, had forgotten that it was
St. Patrick’s Day when he ordered O'Grady
to remove the shamrock.

Mr. MacNeill (Irish Nltion.llittl eaid he
regretted that War Secretary Btanhope had
foroed the discussion on this subject, in-
stead of admitting, as Mr. Balfour did, that
the Aldershot officer had committed an in-
discretion. He hoped Mr. Stanhope wonld
now say that no bl mark would be re-
corded agalnst Private O'Grady.

8ir H. 8. Northcote (Conservative) sup-
ported Mr. MacNeill's request, and Mr.
Stanhope, thereupon, promised that sen-
tence would not be recorded. against
O'Grady.

This was taken possession of
and sent to the chemists at the Municipal
Laboratory for analysis.

The police also searched the rooms of an
Anarchist d{er named Ravachol, who is sus-
pected of being concerned in the St Ger-
main outrage. They found that Ravachol
had decamped. In the rooms was found an
infernal machine, containing a quantity of
dynamite, connected with a door by electric
wires. Luckily the police were on the
lookout for such dangers and they took the
freunt‘ionto cut the wires. Instructions

ave been issued to search for Ravachol
throughout the country.
